Velde (R.-Ill.) said today a super 
secret Communist cell of at least 13 persons had access to vital Navy 
D epartm ent secrets during World W ar II. 
Velde, chairm an of the House un-American Activities Committee 
said the full story of Communist infiltration in the Navy D epart­ 
ment will come as "a terrific surprise to people" when it can be 
told in full. The Navy had no comment. 
The committee has heard eight witnesses and Velde told newsmen 
at least five others remain to be heard. He said three are women. 
•The full expose of the case will have to be delayed for the 
present time for security reasons and to prevent any interference 
with justice," Velde stated. 
The committee yesterday disclosed th at the Investigation in­ 
volves Morton Schell, convicted of espionage along with Julius and 
Ethel Rosenoerg. The Rosenbergs were executed in June. The 
espionage charged to Schell did not include atomic secrets, and he 
was sentenced to 30 year* imprisonment.

HARRISBURG <ft—The State De­ 
partment of Agriculture reported 
today that rain in the last few days 
probably will save Pennsylvania 
farmers “million* of dollars in late 
fall crops.” 
A department spokesman aaid 
the rains came in the nick of time 
to save the crops. 
“Had cold weather set in this 
week before the rain the late fall 
vegetable crops and grams would 
have probably been destroyed.” he 
said. 
“The rain will benefit the barley, 
wheat, hay, alfalfa and other late 
fall root crops.” 
He added lack of rain reduced 
germination of seed which were 
planted late this year because of 
hard ground caused by the drought 
and late fall heat.

In God s plan for a better world 
the Christian home has a prominent I 
place. The home Is basic to personal 
living and one of the foundation 
stones of community life. When God 
decided to continue the race and 
build a good world He chose the 
family. There the high qualities of 
character were to be nourished. Im 
so far as training is concerned tile 
home is given heavy responsibilities, j 
With that also come opportunties 
for working out God’s will. He 
demands 
complete 
loyalty. 
Note 
what He requires: “You shall love 
the Lord your God with all your 
heart, and with all your soul, and 


with all your might.” The ideal home j 
is one where the love of God is 
supreme, and where that love is 
taught faithfully to the children. 
Our Lord's will and His command , 
have not changed, but family life 
has changed, and in that transition 
new difficulties have been encoun- i 
tered. 
Tile 
home 
was once 
an 
institution where parents asumed 
responsibility for their children's 
training in religion. The Church 
School was not conducted as it is 
now. Those of us reared in rural 
communities 
still 
remember 
the I 
bleak winters with roads almost 
impassable. Sunday School was dis­ 
continued 
during 
the 
severest j 
months. Then it was that father 
took the family Bible and, gathering 
the household about him, read from 
Hie sacred Book and there was i 


singing of hymns, and a prayer. 
Facilities for teaching have changed, 
and in the main improved. But 
nothing can 
take the 
place of 
family worship and parental in­ 
struction. 
Our lesson includes a passage 
from Paul’s letter to the Ephesian 
Churches. Here we are particularly 
reminded 
that deference to one 
another, activated by love, is a part 
of 
wholesome 
family 
life. 
‘‘Be 
subject 
to one 
another 
out 
of 
reverence to Christ” Paul urges. One 
may assume that there was need of 
preaching 
to the churches Paul 
established for a higher quality of 
relations in the home. There cer- J 
tainly is an urgent need in this 
respect in our day. Here again we are 
reminded that we love one another 
even as Christ loves His Church. 
Where such love prevails there is an 
atmosphere in which other desired 
qualities 
of 
character 
can 
ger­ 
minate 
and 
bear 
fruit. 
Persons 
reared in such a home will be an 
asset to community life where for­ 
bearance. patience and mutual re­ 
gard are so essential. 


Paul has a word of advice to 
parents: “Fathers, do not provoke 
your children to anger, but bring 
them 
up in the discipline and 
instruction of the Lord.” There are 
ways and means of giving guidance 
that will do more harm than good 
and there are ways that brihg 
desired results. A lad In a reform 
school wrote to me in praise of his 
teacher, ending his letter: “Such 
a father I wish I would have had.” 
That teacher knew God and how to 
lead 
boys. 
One 
cannot 
over 
emphasize the importance of the 
religious training of children. Re­ 
sults may not be encouraging at 
once, but will appear in later life. 
Social workers in city settlement 
houses report that wayward chil­ 
dren who had religious instruction 
in early life are far better prospects 
for complete reform than those 
without such training. 
To be successful rn home life 
parents themselves re fire training. 
This should begin before marriage. 
Good will and affection must be 
applied with a certain amount of 
wisdom and skill. “Love Is No Lux­ 


ury” is the title of a book by 
Marjory M. Bradner. It is full of 
practical advice to parents. Chris­ 
tian home-making is a vocation. It 
requires adequate preparation. 
What is a Christian home? The 
answer is simple. It is a place where 
the spirit of the Christ prevails 
and where He loves to dwell.
